BP says it’s sorry - 
and guarantees 
$20B for Gulf

WASHINGTON (AP) — BP announced it would not 
pay dividends this year and agreed to create a $20 billion 
compensation fund for victims of the massive Gulf of Mexico 
oil spill following four hours of intense negotiations at the 
White House. 

President Barack Obama also wrested an apology to Americans 
from the British oil giant on Wednesday, eight weeks after 
the Deep Horizon drilling platform leased by BP exploded, 
killing 11 workers and setting in motion an environmental and 
economic catastrophe. 

The apologetic talk was expected to continue Thursday when 
company CEO Tony Hayward will face sharp questions from 
lawmakers at Congress.

Alabama professar charged in 
brother’s 1986 shooting death

CANTON, Mass. - It was 
“obviously” a homicide case, 
a former prosecutor says, but 
authorities didn’t have the 
evidence to present it to a 
grand jury at the time. 
Twenty-four-years lapsed and 
three other killings occurred 
before another prosecutor 
did.Amy Bishop, the biology 
professor charged with killing 
three of her colleagues at an 
Alabama university, has been 
indicted on a first-degree 
murder charge in the 1986 
shooting death of her brother 
in Massachusetts, prosecutors 
announced Wednesday.

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Funding doubled for bicycling, walking projects

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Obama

administration more than doubled 
transportation spending on bicycling 
and walking last year as it seeks to coax 


Americans out of their cars, according 
to a Federal Highway Administration 
report released Wednesday. 

Spending on biking and walking 
projects rose from less than $600 
million in 2008 to $1.2 billion in 
2009. Twenty years ago, the federal 
government was spending only $6 
million a year on such projects. 

The spending on biking and walking 
projects was scheduled to rise last 
year anyway, but the administration 
boosted it with $400 million in funds 
set aside under the economic recovery 
program. 

The new focus on biking and walking 
represents a turnaround from the 
administration of President George 
W. Bush. Mary Peters, transportation 
secretary under Bush, dismissed 
biking paths and trails as projects 
that “really are not transportation,” 
saying they had no place in federal 
transportation policy. 

In March, Obama’s transportation 
secretary, Ray LaHood, announced 
a policy “sea change” that gives 
biking and walking projects the 
same importance as automobiles 


in transportation planning and the 
selection of projects for federal 
money. 

The new policy is an extension of 
the Obama administration’s livability 
initiative, which regards the creation 
of alternatives to driving — buses, 
streetcars and trains, as well as biking 
and walking — as central to solving 
the nation’s transportation woes. 
Biking and walking is on the rise, 
according to the report, which is based 
on annual survey data. The number of 
reported walking trips has more than 
doubled since the first survey, from 
18 billion in 1990 to 42.5 billion in 
2009. Bicycling trips saw a similar 
increase, from 1.7 billion to 4 billion 
during the same period. 

Together, the two modes account 
for 11.9 percent of all reported trips 
by Americans. Biking is less than 1 
percent of the total. 

“Americans want and need safe 
alternatives to driving,” LaHood said 
in a statement. “By making biking and 
walking safer and more accessible, 
we’ll be able to provide Americans 
with more choices and help foster 
more active, livable communities. ”□ 
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lawyer: Children benefit from gay marriage ban

SAN FRANCISCO - A lawyer 
for supporters of California’s 
gay marriage ban argued 
Wednesday in a landmark 
federal trial that Proposition 
8 was constitutional because 
limiting marriage to opposite- 
sex couples ensures children 
have the benefits of being 
raised by biological parents. 
Attorney Charles Cooper 
delivered his closing argument 
as the case challenging the 
voter-approved measure 
resumed after a months-long 
break. 

Cooper said societies around 
the world have always seen 
marriage as a way to keep 
children from being bom out 
of wedlock. 

“The historical record leaves 
no doubt, your honor, none 
whatsoever, that the central 
purpose of marriage in all 
societies at virtually all times 
is to channel procreative 
relationships into stable 
relationships to ensure that 
offspring that result from 
those relationships are raised 
in those stable relationships,” 
Cooper said. 

Even as he tried to elaborate, 
Cooper’s statement drew a 
series of challenges from 
Chief U.S. Judge Vaughn 
Walker, who is presiding over 
the lawsuit filed by two same- 
sex couples who claim the 
ban is a violation of their civil 
rights. 

Walker asked if people get 
married to benefit their 
communities or themselves. 
Weren’t similar arguments 
once used to keep interracial 
couples from marrying? And 
if procreation is so central 
to marriage, why doesn’t 
the state refuse to sanction 
marriage by infertile couples 
or couples who choose to 
remain childless? 


“It is Orwellian, but isn’t that 
the logic that flows from the 
premise that marriage is about 
procreation?” Walker asked. 
With respect to laws that 
banned interracial marriage, 
Cooper said, “those racist 
sentiments and policies had 
no foundation in the historical 
purpose of marriage, and in 
fact they were at war with it.” 
Earlier in the day, former U.S. 
Solicitor General Theodore 
Olson, who represents 
the plaintiffs, argued that 
supporters of the ban were 
trying to deprive same-sex 
couples of a relationship 
the U.S. Supreme Court has 
recognized as a fundamental 
right. 

Olson said the U.S. Supreme 
Court has repeatedly 
recognized marriage as a 
fundamental right — one 
afforded to prisoners serving 
life sentences and child 
support scofflaws — while 
refusing to make procreation 
a precondition of marriage, as 
evidenced by laws allowing 
divorces and contraception. 

“It is the right of individuals, 
not an indulgence to be 
dispensed by the state,” Olson 
said. “The right to marry, to 
choose to marry, has never 
been tied to procreation.” 
Judge Walker pressed 
Olson on that point, noting 
Proposition 8 supporters have 
gone to some lengths to argue 
that gays and lesbians only can 
have children with help from 
a third party, unlike opposite- 
sex couples. 

“That is a difference,” 
Walker said. “And why is 
that difference not one the 
Legislature or voters could 
rationally take into account in 
setting the marriage laws in 
California?” 

Olson answered that sponsors 
of the 2008 ballot measure 
could not cite tradition or 


speculation that allowing 
gays to wed would harm the 
institution of marriage as valid 
reasons to discriminate. 

“’We have always done it that 
way’ is a corollary to 'because 
I say so.’ It’s not a reason,” 
Olson told the judge. 

The judge asked whether he 
must find that Proposition 
8 was unconstitutional if it 
was based on “discriminatory 
motive on the part of voters 
to impose some private 
morality through the initiative 
process?” 

Olson said the law would be 
unconstitutional in that case. 
“I’m willing to admit there 
are plenty of good people 
in California who voted for 
Proposition 8 because they 
are uncomfortable with

In prepared testimony obtained 
by The Associated Press, 
Hayward expressed contrition 
for the spill and its effects 
and said he was “personally 
devastated” by “these tragic 
events.” He pledged, “We will 
not rest until the well is under 
control, and we will meet 
all our obligations to clean 
up the spill and address its 
environmental and economic 
impacts.” 

The spill has been a major 
distraction for Obama, who 
is battling a determined 
Republican political 

opposition. Wednesday’s 
announcement was a rare 


piece of good news. 

A new AP-GFK poll showed 
that a majority of Americans 
think the president has not 
handled the crisis well, a 
significant outcome in the 
countdown to November 
congressional elections 

that could cost Obama his 
Democratic majority in one or 
both houses of Congress. 
Obama had said he would 
“make BP pay,” and the 
company’s chairman said after 
four hours of intense White 
House negotiations that BP 
was ready. 

Creation of the fund — to be 
run by an administrator with 
a proven track record — is 
the first big success Obama 
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has been able to give to Gulf 
residents and Americans in 
the eight weeks since the 
explosion, a period during 
which the spill has taken ever 
more of the public’s attention, 
threatening anything else the 
president hoped to focus on or 
accomplish. 

Huge as the $20 billion seems, 
both Obama and London- 
based BP PLC said it was by 
no means a cap. 

The deal also adhered to 
what Obama had said was 
his non-negotiable demand: 
that the fund and the claims 
process be administered 
independently from BP. It 
won’t be a government fund, 
either, but will be led by 
the administration’s “pay 
czar,” Kenneth Feinberg, 
better known as the man 
who oversaw the $7 billion 
government fund for families 
of victims of the Sept. 11, 
2001, terrorist attacks. 

The April 20 explosion of 
an offshore oil rig killed 11 
workers and sent millions of 
gallons of crude spewing into 
the water from the broken well 
a mile (1.6 kilometers) below 
the ocean’s surface — as 
much as 118 million gallons 
(446 million liters) so far and 


still flowing. More wildlife, 
beaches and marshlands are 
fouled every day, jeopardizing 
not just the region’s fragile 
ecology but a prized Gulf way 
of life that is built on fishing 
and tourism. 

Though the company hopes 
to install equipment soon to 
capture as much as 90 percent 
of the escaping oil, the leak is 
expected to continue at least 
until relief wells are finished 
in August. 

The use of the BP escrow fund 
is intended to avoid a repeat of 
the painful aftermath of 1989 
Exxon Valdez oil disaster in 
Alaska, when the fight over 
money dragged out in courts 
over roughly two decades. 
“What this is about is 
accountability,” said Obama 
in brief remarks in the State 
Dining Room after a four- 
hour, on-again, off-again 
White House negotiation 
session with BP executives. 
“For the small-business 
owners, for the fishermen, for 
the shrimpers, this is not just a 
matter of dollars and cents. ... 
A lot of these folks don’t have 
a cushion.” 

On the driveway outside, 
BP Chairman Carl-Henric 
Svanberg apologized for “this 
tragic accident that should 


never have happened.” 

“We care about the small 
people,” he said. 

That comment wasn’t as well- 
received as the promise of 
compensation. 

“We’re not small people,” 
said Justin Taffinder of New 
Orleans. “We’re human 
beings. They’re no greater 
than us. We don’t bow down 
to them.” 

Added Terry Hanners, who 
has a small construction 
company in Gulf Shores, 
Ala.: “These BP people I’ve 
met are good folks. I’ve got a 
good rapport with them. But 
BP does not care about us. 
They are so far above us. We 
are the nickel-and-dime folks 
of this world.” 

Asked about the remark by 
Svanberg, who is Swedish, 
BP spokesman Toby Odone 
told The Associated Press in 
an e-mail that “it is clear that 
what he means is that he cares 
about local businesses and 
local people. This was a slip 
in translation.” 

In creating a victims’ 
compensation fund, BP will 
set aside $20 billion worth of 
assets from its U.S. operations 
and retrieve them as it makes 
cash payments to the fund. 
Svanberg announced the 
company would not pay 
dividends to shareholders for 
the rest of the year, including 
one scheduled for June 21 
totaling about $2.6 billion. 
The company will make initial 
payments into the escrow fund 
of $3 billion this summer and 
$2 billion in the fall, followed 
by $1.25 billion per quarter 
until the $20 billion figure is 
reached. 

Aware that a healthy BP is in 
everyone’s interest, Obama 
gave a plug for what he called 
“a strong and viable company” 
— a day after he had accused 
it of recklessness. 

BP shares gyrated as the 
events unfolded. 

They rose more than 5 percent 
to $33 after Obama’s words of 
support. □ 
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Police: NY jail guard kills ex-girlfriend, uncle

EAST MEADOW, New York 
(AP) —An off-duty jail guard 
shot and killed her former 
girlfriend outside a hospital, 
then went to a relative’s 
nearby home, where she killed 
her uncle, wounded her 88- 
year-old grandfather and took 
a niece hostage, police said 
Wednesday. 

Kim Wolfe, 43, also was 
briefly hospitalized after 
she complained of difficulty 
breathing but was later released 
back into police custody. She 
is suspected of fatally shooting 
Stacie Williams, a 45-year-old 
maternity ward nurse’s aide at 
the Nassau University Medical 
Center, sometime after 1 
a.m. local time Wednesday. 

Wolfe and Williams had been 
through a “romantic, intimate 
relationship,” but then split 
up, police said. 

They met early Wednesday 
outside the hospital to discuss 
a possible reconciliation, but 
at some point the discussion 
turned violent and Wolfe 
opened fire with her 9 mm 
pistol, striking Williams 
several times, Nassau 
County Police Commissioner 
Lawrence Mulvey said at a 
news conference. It was not 
immediately clear how long 
the couple had been together, 
nor the reason for their split, 

Mulvey said.

Prosecutors who originally concluded that 
Bishop accidentally killed her 18-year-old 
brother, Seth, now say police failed to share 
important evidence, including an alleged 
carjacking attempt by Amy Bishop after the 
shooting. They reopened the case after Bishop 
was charged in February with gunning down six 
of her colleagues at the University of Alabama- 
Huntsville, killing three. 

Norfolk District Attorney William Keating said 
he did not understand why charges were never 
brought against Bishop. 

“I can’t give you any explanations, I can’t give 
you excuses, because there are none,” he said. 
“Jobs weren’t done, responsibilities weren’t 
met and justice wasn’t served.” 

Bishop had told police who investigated her 
brother’s death that she accidentally shot him 
while trying to unload her father’s 12-gauge 
shotgun in the family’s Braintree home. Her 
mother, Judith, the only witness to the shooting, 
confirmed her daughter’s account to police. 
U.S. Rep. William Delahunt, who was then 
the Norfolk County district attorney, said that 


at the hospital for 23 years, 
hospital spokeswoman 

Shelley Lotenberg said. “Our 
sympathies and prayers go 
out to the family, friends and 
colleagues,” she said. 

Williams was a vibrant person 
who always had a smile on her 
face, Civil Service Employees 
Association President 

Jerry Larricciuta said in a 
statement. 

Mulvey described Wolfe’s 
pistol as her “service weapon” 
but said it was not clear if she 
bought it privately or whether 
it was issued to her as part of 
her job as a correction officer. 
A detective noted that guards 
do not carry weapons while on 
duty. 

Wolfe is a correction officer 
of 19 years who worked the 
midnight shift supervising 
inmates at the county jail 
next to the hospital, said Liz 
Consolo, a spokeswoman for 
the Nassau County sheriff’s 
office. She was not scheduled 
to work on Wednesday 
morning, the spokeswoman 
said. 

Consolo declined to comment 
on Wolfe’s disciplinary record 
or any other details of her 
employment. 

Nassau County Police Lt. 
Kevin Smith said Stacie 
Williams’ son, who rushed to 
the hospital after hearing of 
the shooting, was struck by a 
car while crossing the street 

Braintree police never told anyone in his office 
that after Bishop shot her brother, she tried 
to commandeer a getaway car at gunpoint at 
a local car dealership, then refused to drop 
her gun until officers ordered her to do so 
repeatedly. Those events were described in 
Braintree police reports but not in a report 
written by a state police detective assigned to 
the district attorney’s office. 

The police chief of Braintree at the time of the 
shooting did not immediately return a phone 
call Wednesday seeking comment. 

Investigators looking at an old crime scene 
photo from her brother’s shooting discovered 
a newspaper article about the 1986 killings of 
actor Patrick Duffy’s parents. The clipping, 
which was in Amy Bishop’s bedroom, described 
how a teenager shot the “Dallas” star’s parents 
with a 12-gauge shotgun and stole a getaway 
car from an auto dealership. 

Keating ordered an inquest, which was held 
in April. Nineteen witnesses, including the 
Bishops’ parents, testified before Quincy 
District Court Judge Mark Coven during 
the closed-door inquest. A grand jury heard 
evidence this month. □ 


Wolfe then drove to a home 
3.5 miles away in Hempstead, 
where police say she began 
arguing with her grandfather 
Marshall Williams Sr. 

Wolfe’s 56-year-old uncle, 
Michael Williams, tried to 
intervene and was fatally 
shot in the chest, police said. 
Marshall Williams was then 
shot in the leg, authorities 
said. 

Afterward, Wolfe ordered her 
23-year-old niece at gunpoint 
to come with her, Mulvey 
said. 

Wolfe and the niece started 
driving toward Atlantic 
City, New Jersey, but made 
several phone calls back to 
the Hempstead home during 
the trip. A Hempstead police 
officer responding to the 
shooting picked up one of the 
calls and then, in consultation 
with hostage negotiators, 
persuaded her to return to 
Hempstead. 

She was arrested at about 5:45 
a.m. Her niece was released 
unharmed. 

Wolfe was scheduled to 
be arraigned Thursday 
in connection with the 
shooting rampage. It was not 
immediately clear whether she 
had a lawyer; specific charges 
were to be announced at the 
arraignment. 

Stacie Williams, who wasn’t 
related to Marshall and 
Michael Williams, worked

OSH, Kyrgyzstan (AP) — 
Kyrgyzstan’s weak military 
was trying to regain control 
of the city of Osh, a major 
transit point for Afghan heroin 
and the epicenter of ethnic 
violence that has driven much 
of the Uzbek population 
from the country’s poor, rural 
south. 

Troops encircled the city 
with checkpoints and held the 
central square on Wednesday, 
but citizens reported that some 
soldiers also were looting 
food aid, casting doubt on the 
government’s ability to re¬ 
establish stability after nearly 
a week of brutal attacks. 


The leader of Kyrgyzstan’s 
Uzbek community said the 
death toll among Uzbeks 
exceeded 300. The official toll 
on both sides is 189, although 
officials have acknowledged 
it is likely far higher. More 
than 100,000 Uzbeks have 
fled to Uzbekistan, with tens 
of thousands more camped on 
the Kyrgyz side of the border. 
The interim Kyrgyz 
government has alleged that 
attackers hired by deposed 
President Kurmanbek Bakiyev 
set off the bloodshed by 
shooting at both Kyrgyz and 
Uzbeks, who have a history 
of ethnic tensions. The United 
Nations bolstered the claims by 
declaring that the fighting was 


“targeted and well-planned,” 
and appeared to have begun 
with five simultaneous attacks 
in Osh by men wearing ski 
masks. 

Provisional authorities said 
Bakiyev’s clan could try to 
foment unrest in other parts of 
the country. 

Zarylbek Rysaliyev, the 
police chief in the capital, 
Bishkek, said Wednesday 
that his officers have detained 
111 people from the southern 
regions who allegedly sought 
to stir up ethnic tensions and 
offered money to those who 
would rally in Bakiyev’s 
support. 

Rysaliyev also said police 
have stepped up patrols 
around the Bishkek in northern 
Kyrgyzstan and set up 
roadblocks on the outskirts. 
U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton 
spoke by telephone with 
Kyrgyzstan’s interim 

President Roza Otunbayeva 
on Wednesday to discuss the 
aid the impoverished Central 
Asian nation will need. A 
senior American diplomat is 
heading to Bishkek for further 
consultations on Friday. 

The U.S. has allocated $10.3 
million for humanitarian 
aid, the embassy in Bishkek 
said. U.S. State Department 
spokesman P.J. Crowley said 
more than $6.5 million of that 
is for immediate humanitarian 
assistance. 

On Wednesday, cargo planes 
began landing in Uzbekistan 
with the more than 240 tons of 
emergency supplies that the 
U.N. High Commissioner for 
Refugees plans to provide to 
Uzbeks who fled the rioting, 
including tents, blankets and 
sleeping mats. 

Bakiyev was ousted in April 
in a bloody uprising fueled by 


anger over alleged corruption. 
Mars Sariyev, an independent 
political analyst Bishkek, 
said members of his family 
continued to control the drug 
trade in the Osh Knot, an area 
where Kyrgyzstan, Uzbekistan 
and Tajikistan meet that is one 
of the most heavily used routes 
for Afghan heroin heading to 
Russia. 

The drugs are transported by 
car and truck along a 400- 
mile-long highway that runs 
across the Pamir Mountains 
from Tajikistan’s porous 
border with Afghanistan to 
Osh, as well as along other 
smaller roads in southern 
Kyrgyzstan where borders are 
poorly controlled, according 
to the United Nations. 

Much of the heroin is 
repackaged in Osh before 
being transported west to 
Uzbekistan and north to 
Kazakhstan and Russia by 
plane, train and land, the U.N. 
says. Kyrgyz officials have 
reported major seizures of 
heroin and opium in Osh in 
recent years. 

U.N. and Kyrgyz officials also 
have noted an increased use of 
“mules,” individuals who carry 


the drugs in their stomachs 
or rectums, by consuming or 
inserting condoms filled with 
heroin. 

Members of the Bakiyev clan 
lost their hold on the drug trade 
a week ago with the killing of 
the leader of an Uzbek criminal 
group who worked closely 
with them, Sariyev said. The 
reputed Uzbek criminal boss, 
Aibek Mirsidikov, was in a turf 
war against the leader of the 
Uzbek community in the Jalal- 
Abad region, the 24.kg news 
agency reported, citing an 
acting deputy prime minister, 
Azimbek Beknazarov. 

The Bakiyevs may have helped 
instigate the ethnic violence 
in an attempt both to weaken 
the interim government and 
create a power vacuum that 
would help them regain 
control over the drug flow, 
Sariyev charged. He and 
other analysts also have said 
they believe that Bakiyev’s 
clan wanted to derail a 
constitutional referendum that 
the provisional government 
needs to gain legitimacy 
and pave the way for the 
parliamentary elections in the 
fall.Q 
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Defying sanctions, Iran plans more atomic reactors

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — 
Defying week-old U.N. 
sanctions over its nuclear 
program, Iran promised to 
expand its atomic research 
Wednesday as its president 
vowed to punish the West 
and force it to “sit at the 
negotiating table like a polite 
child” before agreeing to 
further talks. 

Tehran, which insists its 
nuclear work is peaceful, said 
it will build four new reactors 
for atomic medical research. 
The United States and some 
of its allies believe Iran is 
trying to develop nuclear 
weapons, and the Islamic 
Republic’s plans to expand 
research could encourage 
calls in the West for more 
economic pressure against 
the country. 

President Mahmoud 

Ahmadinejad said Iran 
will not make “one iota of 
concessions.” He said he 
will soon announce new 
conditions for talks with 
the West, but first he wants 
to punish world powers for 
imposing sanctions. 

“You showed bad temper, 
reneged on your promise and 
again resorted to devilish 
manners,” he said of those 
powers. “We set conditions 
(for talks) so that, God 
willing, you’ll be punished a 
bit and sit at the negotiating 
table like a polite child,” he 
told a crowd during a visit 
to the central Iranian town 
of Shahr-e-Kord. His speech 
was broadcast live on state 
TV. 

The Obama administration 
took its first step in 
implementing new sanctions 
Wednesday, leveling penalties 
against additional individuals 
and institutions it says are 
helping Iran develop its 
nuclear and missile programs 
and evade international 
sanctions. 

The list includes a bank; 
22 petroleum, energy and 
insurance companies; 

two individuals and four 
organizations that are part 
of Iran’s Revolutionary 
Guard Corps; and five front 
companies and more than 
90 ships that Iran’s national 
maritime carrier has been 


using to try to evade sanctions. 
Some are based in Iran, while 
others are based in countries 
including Britain, Singapore, 
the United Arab Emirates and 
Germany. 

“In the coming weeks we 
will continue to increase 
the financial pressure on 
Iran,” Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner said. 
“We will continue to target 
Iran’s support for terrorist 
organizations.” 

Geithner said at a White 
House news conference that 
the administration expects 
other countries to announce 
new penalties of their own 
against Iran soon. 

The European Union is 
expected to announce 
additional steps Thursday. 
EU foreign ministers agreed 
earlier this week to consider 
tighter sanctions for Iran’s 
refusal to halt uranium 
enrichment. 

U.S. lawmakers also could 
press for additional embargoes 
after last week’s U.N. Security 
Council sanctions — which 
were backed by Iranian allies 
Russia and China. 

Iran is just one of the 
unpredictable foes whose 
nuclear ambitions are 
challenging the Obama 
administration. 

North Korea, which already 
has nuclear weapons, warned 
on Wednesday that ongoing 
tension over the deadly 
sinking of a South Korean 
warship could trigger nuclear 
war. A team of international 
investigators concluded that 
the ship was tom apart March 
26 by a North Korean torpedo, 
an allegation the secretive 
North strongly denies. 
North’s main Rodong Sinmun 
newspaper called the sinking 
a “minor accidental incident” 
in a commentary carried by 
the official Korean Central 
News Agency, but said it 
could “trigger an all-out war 
and develop into a nuclear 
war.” It called on the Security 
Council to impartially handle 
an investigation into the 
sinking. 

South Korea’s military 
dismissed North Korea’s 
nuclear warning as “routine 
rhetoric” but said it was 
closely watching the North 
Korean military. 


Iran has rebuffed a United 
Nations-drafted plan to 
suspend uranium enrichment 
and swap its stockpiles of 
low-enriched uranium for 
fuel rods. An alternative plan 
backed by Turkey and Brazil 
includes the uranium-for- 
rods exchange, but does not 
mandate a halt to Iran’s ability 
to make its own nuclear fuel. 
Ahmadinej ad’s caustic 

words for world powers 
reflect Iran’s anger over the 
U.N.’s latest sanctions. Iran 
apparently didn’t expect 
allies Russia and China to 
support such sanctions at a 
time it had made concessions 
over the terms of the 
suggested nuclear fuel swap. 
Iran’s parliament speaker 
Ali Larijani said lawmakers 
back the government’s push 
to enrich uranium at a higher 
level since earlier this year 
as a response to “bullying 
countries.” 

Iran currently enriches 
uranium up to 20 percent 
levels — far short of the 95 
percent plus enriched uranium 
needed for an atomic weapon, 
but well above the 3.5 percent 
level needed to fuel a reactor 
to produce electricity. Iran has 
justified its decision to go to 
higher enrichment by saying 
it needed to create fuel for a 
research reactor producing 
medical isotopes. 

Iran’s nuclear chief said 


there are plans to build 
four new medical research 
reactors, including one “more 
powerful” than the main 
facility, an aging 5-megawatt 
U.S.-made research reactor 
operating in Tehran. 

The reactor Iran says it is 
designing will be similar to 
the U.S.-made reactor, but it 
has released few other details. 
It and any additional reactors 
will need 20 percent enriched 
uranium, as does the U.S.- 
made model. 

Vice President Ali Akbar 
Salehi was quoted by state 
TV’s website as saying the 
new research reactor is for 
radioactive isotopes for 
medical needs of patients in 
Iran and abroad. 

“Designing the reactor will 
be completed by the year end 
and two years will be needed 
to construct it. ... Our plan is 
to build four reactors in four 
corners of the country so that, 
given the short life of nuclear 
medicine, all patients will 
get the products throughout 
Iran,” the website quoted him 
as saying. Salehi also said 
Iran possesses technology to 
produce fuel rods for such 
reactors and the first should be 
ready sometime next spring. 
The announcements reflect 
Iran’s confusing response to 
the U.N. sanctions. 
Ahmadinejad has countered 
with insults and dismissive 


remarks, but also claims the 
door is open for dialogue on 
the nuclear standoff. The huge 
obstacle, however, is that the 
talks must be on Iran’s terms. 
Ahmadinejad also attacked 
the U.S., saying Iran needs to 
save Americans from “their 
undemocratic and bullying 
government.” He charged that 
the U.S. government controls 
what newspapers print and 
that its people cannot hold 
rallies opposing government 
policies. 

Ahmadinejad was reacting to 
an invitation by the European 
Union foreign policy chief 
Catherine Ashton to Iran’s 
top nuclear negotiator Saeed 
Jalili to discuss the nuclear 
issue. In another sign that 
tensions remain high, the 
British ambassador to 
Tehran was summoned to 
Iran’s Foreign Ministry over 
allegations of British ties 
to terrorist activities in the 
country, according to reports 
by the semiofficial Mehr 
news agency and state-run 
Press TV late Wednesday. 
Mehr said the call comes 
in the wake of Iran’s arrests 
of a number of militants in 
the country. It identified the 
group as “hypocrites,” a 
term Iran uses to describe the 
armed opposition People’s 
Mujahedeen, and said Iran 
was demanding a British 
government investigation. □ 
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Calderon defends drug war, many Mexicans skeptical

MEXICO CITY - Gunmen 
slaughter 19 men at a rehab 
clinic. Sixteen bodies are 
dumped in a northern city. 
Twelve police officers die 
in an ambush. Soldiers kill 
15 gunmen outside a tourist 
town. 

All this in less than a 
week, yet President Felipe 
Calderon believes Mexico 
is getting a bad rap and 
wants to hire a public 
relations firm to improve 
its image. He might want 
to start with convincing his 
own countrymen, who are 
frustrated by assurances 
that the drug war is going 
well. 

“No matter how much 
the authorities want us to 
believe thatthey are winning 
this fight, the reality and the 
perception is that, on the 
contrary, it’s a lost battle,” 
said Miguel Jimenez, 21, 
a student in Morelia, the 
capital of Calderon’s drug- 
plagued home state of 
Michoacan. “Day after day, 
it’s demonstrated with the 
increasing violence.” 
Calderon passionately 
defended his military-led 
offensive against cartels 
this week, pledging not to 
withdraw the thousands of 
soldiers and federal police 
battling gangs across the 
country. 

He acknowledged violence 
has surged—often claiming 
innocent lives — but 
insisted it was a war worth 
fighting and that things are 
going as planned. 

“The strategy is advancing 
in the necessary direction 
that was established from 
the start,” Calderon wrote 
in a long essay posted on 
his office’s website this 
week. “Some analysts say 
that it was a mistake to 
fight crime, that we should 
not have ‘provoked’ them. 
I think this perspective is 
mistaken.” 

Calderon said cartels are 
infiltrating every walk 


of Mexican life, from 
police and politics to 
businesses cowered by 
extortion demands. He 
insisted there is no choice 
but to fight them. If there 
is more violence, he said, 
it is because drug cartels 
are reeling and splintered. 
And his government is 
embarking on long-term 
solutions, including U.S.- 
backed training of thousands 
of police and prosecutors 
in modem investigative 
techniques. 

Some Mexicans agree. 

The essay “was received 
with skepticism among 
commentators in the press 
and radio, where it has been 
commonly accepted that the 
strategy has failed,” wrote 
columnist Hector Aguilar 
in the Milenio newspaper 
Wednesday. But “among 
the critics, there is nobody 
proposing an alternative to 
Calderon’s strategy.” 

But others are tired of 
hearing the same arguments 
from the president and 
seeing little difference on 
the ground. 

“How long is Calderon 
going to believe that this 
war will be won or lost by 
sacrificing lives?” wrote 
Milenio columnist Ciro 
Gomez. “Or, as he said last 
night, that things will change 
in the medium term?” 


The problem is the sacrifice 
is proving too much for 
many Mexicans who get 
caught in the crossfire. 

In the northern border city of 
Nuevo Laredo on Tuesday, 
soldiers chased down a 
group of gunmen who 
opened fire on their patrol. 
The gunmen crashed their 
car into a house where a 
woman was looking after her 
three grandchildren. A battle 
erupted, leaving one soldier 
and four of the gunmen 
dead. The grandmother 
and the children escaped 
unharmed. 

Bernardo Carrizales, the 
youngsters’ father, watched 
in horror from his house 
across the street. 

“When I saw the crash, 
I ran to get my children 
but the soldiers wouldn’t 
let me through and I was 
screaming because they 
were shooting at the house,” 
Carrizales said. “Later, they 
let me through and I saw 
my mother splattered with 
(someone else’s) blood and 
my three children behind 
her.” 

That wasn’t the worst 
shootout Tuesday. In the 
picturesque tourist town 
of Taxco, south of Mexico 
City, soldiers battled 
suspected cartel members 
holed up in a house, leaving 
15 of the gunmen dead and

forcing residents to cower 
in their homes. 

Farther west in Nayarit 
state, Gov. Ney Gonzalez 
ordered schools to close 
early this year because of 
rising violence, including 
shootings that killed 30 
people in the Pacific coast 
state over the weekend. 
He said children should be 
home so parents “won’t 
fret and worry about what 
is happening on the streets 
while the governor imposes 
order.” 

The bloodshed continued 
Wednesday: In the border 
city of Ciudad Juarez, four 
men and two women were 
shot to death as they left a 
drug rehab center. In another 
northern town, Apodaca, 
the tortured bodies of four 
police officers and one ex¬ 
cop were dumped in public. 
Threatening messaged 
had been impaled on their 
bodies with knives. 

Critics see a disco nn ect 
between what’s happening 
on the streets and Calderon’s 
rhetoric. While soldiers 
fought in Taxco, Calderon 
was in Southern Baja 
California to inaugurate a 
hotel. He announced a plan 
to hire a public relations 
firm “to demonstrate what 
our country has to offer, 
which is a lot, to any visitor 
of the world.” 


“His political nose has been 
compromised,” said George 
Grayson, a Mexico expert 
at the College of William 
& Mary in Virginia. “They 
would like to improve their 
image but it’s not within 
their control.” 

Part of the problem is that 
it’s hard to keep up with 
each horrific tragedy. 

Last week, Calderon met 
with the family of two 
young children killed two 
months ago in the northern 
border state of Tamaulipas. 
The military said they were 
caught in the crossfire 
between soldiers and 
gunmen, a claim disputed 
by the family and the 
National Human Rights 
Co mm ission. 

Calderon’s office issued 
a short statement on the 
meeting with the family, 
but it was largely ignored. 
By that time, Calderon was 
being criticized for going to 
South Africa for the World 
Cup in the midst of a crisis 
over the shooting death of 
a 15-year-old Mexican boy 
by a U.S. Border Patrol 
agent. Reforma newspaper 
published a political cartoon 
of Calderon running up the 
stairs of a South Africa- 
bound plane wearing a 
sombrero and shouting, 
“There are priorities!” 

By the time Calderon 
arrived in South Africa, 
Mexico was reeling from 
two new horrors: a raid 
on a drug rehab clinic 
that left 19 people dead 
in northern Chihuahua 
City, and the bodies of 
16 people found dumped 
in northeasteam Ciudad 
Madero. Calderon issued a 
statement condemning the 
rehab shooting. 

Critics were not impressed. 
“Calderon lives ‘off side,”’ 
wrote Amoldo Kraus, using 
a football reference in a 
Jornada newspaper editorial 
Wednesday that criticized 
the trip.

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Floods near Riviera leave at least 19 dead

DRAGUIGNAN, France 
(AP) — At least 19 people 
were killed in flash floods 
that hit the back hills of 
the French Riviera on 
Wednesday and turned 
streets into rivers of surging, 
muddy water, officials said. 
There was confusion about 
how many people were 
missing in the flooding that 
washed over picturesque 
towns and left them standing 
in meters (yards) of brown 
water, a press officer at the 
local Var region prefecture 
said. But probably at least 
12 people were unaccounted 
for, the official said on 
condition of anonymity 
in keeping with her job’s 
regulations. 

Interior Minister Brice 
Hortefeux, visiting the 
region, said the death toll 
“unfortunately, may climb.” 
The floods swept away cars, 
trees and parts of houses in 
a downpour that devastated 
the picturesque region in 
the hills behind a portion 
of the Riviera, a magnet 
for tourists. Coastal towns 
where tourists flock, Frejus 
and Roquebrune, also were 
hit. 

Eleven of the deaths were in 


Draguignan in the Riviera 
back hills scattered with 
olive groves and small 
vineyards. 

Nearly 3,000 rescue workers 
poured into the region, 
joining 650 police, the 
prefecture said. Nearly a 
dozen helicopters worked 
overnight Tuesday to 
evacuate people trapped by 
floodwaters, which reached 
about 2 meters high in some 
areas. 

It was the second time in 
less than four months that 
France has coped with major 
weather-related disasters. 
On Feb. 28, at least 52 
people were killed when a 
storm named Xynthia swept 
through French coastal 
communities on the Atlantic 
with waves smashing dikes. 
On Wednesday afternoon, 
about 1,200 people were 
in shelters, and tens of 
thousands were without 
electricity or phone service, 
the Var government said. 
More than 89,000 people 
remained without electricity 
Wednesday evening. 

The Toulon-Hyeres airport, 
closed for several hours, 
was reopened, but the train 
line between Toulon and 
Nice was shut down, the 
prefecture said. 


The flash flooding started 
Tuesday evening. 
MeteoFrancemeteorological 
service forecast more but 
lighter rain Wednesday night 
in the popular tourist region. 
“We’ve never seen so much 
rain in the month of June,” 
said Patrick Galois of the 
national weather service. 
He said some 16 inches 
of rain had fallen in the 
hardest-hit area of Arcs, 


near Draguignan. “That 
corresponds with average 
rainfall in six months.” 
French television broadcast 
images of walls of muddy 
brown water slamming over 
stone walls and coursing 
through city streets. The 
flood left cars stacked on 
one another and ripped the 
siding off houses. 

Residents worked 

Wednesday to clear mud

and water from homes and 
businesses. 

French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy said his “first 
thoughts go out to the 
victims,” and underscored

He also 
wanted none of the media that 
followed Coleman’s legal, 
financial, health and marriage 
troubles through his adult life 
to be allowed to attend. 

“I direct my personal 
representative to permit no 
members of the press to 
be present at my wake or 
funeral,” Coleman stated.

NEW YORK - Stocks 
pulled off early lows to 
trade nearly flat Wednesday 
after BP’s agreement to 
put $20 billion into a fund 
for victims of the Gulf of 
Mexico oil spill eased some 
of the uncertainty about the 
company’s stability. 

BP shares rebounded and 
helped steady the overall 
market. The Dow Jones 
industrial average rose 
about 7 points in afternoon 
trading. Broader indexes 
also rose. The modest 
moves came a day after 
the Dow rose 214 points to 
its highest close in nearly 
a month. Stocks had risen 
three of the past four days. 
BP plans to put $20 billion 
into a fund for victims, 
senior administration 

officials told The Associated 
Press. The agreement comes 
as President Barack Obama 
met with BP executives at 
the White House. Traders 
have been questioning how 
BP will handle the mounting 
costs of the spill, which 
began April 20 when a rig 
operated by BP exploded. 
“One source of uncertainty 
has been at least partially 
resolved,” said Brian 
Gendreau, a financial 
adviser affiliated with 
Financial Network in 
Gainesville, Fla. 

The market began 
the day lower after 
home construction and 
applications for building 
permits slumped in May 
following the end of a 
homebuyer tax credit. 
Meanwhile, a disappointing 
profit forecast from FedEx 
Corp. raised questions about 
the economic recovery. The 


package delivery company 
is seen as a barometer of the 
economy because shipping 
demand tends to increase 
as business conditions 
improve. The stock fell 3.5 
percent. 

The government’s report on 
housing raised concerns that 
weaker demand for homes 
will hurt an economic 
rebound. Construction of 
homes and apartments fell 
10 percent from a month 
earlier to an annual rate of 
593,000, well below the 
650,000 economists had 
forecast. A 17 percent drop 
in construction of single¬ 
family homes was the 
largest since January 1991. 
Applications for building 
permits fell 5.9 percent to 
the lowest level in a year. 
Analysts had forecast 
an increase. Demand for 
permits is an indicator 
of future homebuilding 
activity. 

The weaker-than-expected 
numbers come after a 
homebuyer tax credit 
expired in April. 

Kevin Smith, a housing 
market analyst at 
Chapdelaine Credit Partners 
in New York, said the drop 
in the home construction 
and permit numbers extends 
a string of choppy readings 
since October, and that it’s 
too soon to tell how housing 
will hold up. He noted that 
the prior month had been 
the best in more than two 
years. 

“It’s going to be a bumpy 
ride,” Smith said. He 
said housing won’t make 
a strong recovery until 
unemployment falls and 
overall confidence grows. 

In midaftemoon trading, 
the Dow rose 6.95, or 0.1 


percent, to 10,412.10. On 
Tuesday, the Dow ended 
above its average close of 
the past 200 days for the 
first time since May 19. 
Finishing above that level is 
seen as a sign of strength. 
The broader Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index rose 3.37, 
or 0.3 percent, to 1,118.60, 
and the Nasdaq composite 
index rose 11.36, or 0.5 
percent, to 2,317.24. 

Stocks also steadied 
after the euro pulled 
off its lows. A Spanish 
newspaper reported that 
the International Monetary 
Fund and European Union 
were trying to come up with 
a financial rescue for Spain. 
That hit the euro and pushed 
the dollar higher. Officials 
in Spain denied the report. 
The country, like Greece 
and Portugal, is facing high 
debt loads. The euro fell to 
$1.2318. U.S. markets have 
been tracking the moves of 
16-nation euro since major 
stock indexes hit their 2010 
peak in late April. Traders 
see the shifts in the euro 
as a reading on confidence 
in Europe’s ability to 
cut spending without 
endangering an economic 
rebound there, which could 
spill over to other regions. 
Bond prices edged higher, 
pushing down interest rates. 
The yield on the benc hm ark 
10-year Treasury note 
slipped to 3.30 percent from 
3.31 percent late Tuesday. 
FedEx fell $2.86, or 3.5 
percent, to $80.15 after its 
fiscal 2011 forecast came in 
below analysts’ forecasts. 
The company said its 
outlook was based on the 
assumption of a continued 
“moderate recovery” in the 
global economy.

Senate approves home 
tax credit extension

WASHINGTON - The Senate has approved a plan to give 
homebuyers an extra three months to finish qualifying for 
federal tax incentives that boosted home sales this spring. 

The move by Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid would give 
buyers until Sept. 30 to complete their purchases and qualify for 
tax credits of up to $8,000. Under the current terms, buyers had 
until April 30 to get a signed sales contract and until June 30 to 
complete the sale. 

The proposal would only allow people who already have signed 
contracts to finish at the later date. About 180,000 homebuyers 
who already signed purchase agreements would otherwise miss 
the deadline. 

The Nevada Democrat added the proposal to a bill extending 
jobless benefits through the end of November.Q

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Los Angeles forward 
Lamar Odom says the fact that the Lakers’ 
NBA finals series against the Boston Celtics is 
going down to the wire is a fantasy come true. 
“It’s historic, especially when you talk about 
these teams and what they stand for, the pride,” 
Odom said Wednesday. “This is what you 
envision when you’re a kid in your backyard. 
Counting down, 5, 4, 3, 2, 1...” 

Another memorable chapter in the NBA’s best 
rivalry will end with a coronation at Staples 
Center, where the defending champion Lakers 
will try to earn their 16th banner while denying 
Boston its unprecedented 18th title in the clubs’ 
second finals meeting in three years. 

For the fifth time in their 12 finals meetings, 
Boston and Los Angeles need all seven games 
to decide it. Each previous time it went to 
Game 7, the Celtics won — but when the 
current Lakers and Celtics take the court for 
the NBA finals’ first Game 7 since 2005 and 
just its second in the past 16 years, most will 
try awfully hard not to think about the history 
and pressure heaped on their shoulders. 


It’s fine for kids and historians to savor this 
scenario, but Kobe Bryant knows it’s not a 
good idea for players to get caught up in it. 
“It’s got nothing to do with me,” said Bryant, 
the series’ leading scorer with 29.5 points per 
game. “(When) I look back, years from now, 
or even when I was a kid, (if) you’d talk about 
being in this situation, I’d be really excited. But 
when I’m in the moment right now, I’ve got to 
play. I’ve got to focus on that. I can’t focus on 
the hype about it.” 

Although Boston has the rivalry’s Game 7 
history on its side, the Celtics have plenty 
stacked against them after an embarrassing 
89-67 loss in Game 6 Tuesday night. Most 
glaringly, Boston won’t have starting center 
Kendrick Perkins, who sprained multiple 
ligaments in his right knee in the first quarter. 
The Celtics’ starting five has never lost a 
playoff series, but that five must change for 
Game 7. Although Perkins is a role player next 
to Boston’s Big Three and point guard Rajon 
Rondo, the Celtics must hope veteran Rasheed 
Wallace and youngster Glen Davis can make 
up for Perkins’ inside defense and rebounding.

No problems with 
Favre’s surgery;

CHARLOTTE, North Carolina (AP) — Brett Favre’s doctor 
indicated Wednesday that the quarterback’s recent ankle surgery 
went well and that he has a few more weeks of rehabilitation 
before he decides if he will return for a 20th NFL season. 
Orthopedic surgeon Dr. James Andrews said there were no 
problems with last month’s arthroscopic procedure, which 
removed scar tissue and bone spurs from Favre’s left ankle. 

“It went fine,” Andrews said after speaking at the Charlotte 
Touchdown Club luncheon.

Favre turns 41 in October. He has a contract with Minnesota 
that will pay him $13 million if he plays in the 2010 season. 
He has given few hints in the offseason, other than the surgery, 
which has led many in the Vikings organization to predict that 
he will be back. 

“We’ve got a few more weeks of rehabbing,” Andrews said. “I 
think he hasn’t decided yet what he wants to do.” 

Favre is coming off one of the best seasons of his celebrated 
career. He threw 33 touchdowns and only seven interceptions in 
guiding the Vikings to a 12-4 record and NFC North title.□ 


Federer gets 
No. 1 seeding 
ahead of Nadal 

WIMBLEDON, England 
(AP) — Roger Federer was 
seeded No. 1 for Wimbledon 
on Wednesday ahead of 
Rafael Nadal in a reverse of 
their world rankings. 

Federer, the defending 
champion and six-time 
Wimbledon winner, received 
the top seeding even though 
Nadal recently supplanted 
him as No. 1 in the world 
rankings.

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the Los Angeles Lakers in a 
Game 7 on the road.

Pierce is usually the only 
player in this series who 
embraces its history, yet it’s 
too soon to say where these 
finals will fit in the rivalry’s 
a nn als.

Boston 
coach Doc Rivers thinks his 
club’s big-game toughness 
mostly grew from those high 
stakes. 

“It’s the ultimate players’ 
game,” said Rivers, a New 
York guard when the Rnicks 
lost Game 7 of the 1994 finals 
in Houston. “Unfortunately, 
I’ve coached in a lot of them 
over the last few years — or 
fortunately. All the things 
you’ve worked on all year, 
you have to do it, and execute 
it, and trust and play.” 

Los Angeles is in just its 
second Game 7 of the past 
three seasons, but that’s 
because the Lakers have 
been better at avoiding 
trouble while winning 10 
playoff series since Pau 
Gasol joined them in 2008.

Spain loses to Switzerland, Uruguay beats hosts 



JOHANNESBURG (AP) 
Spain’s potent attack couldn’t 
score a goal in an upset loss 
to Switzerland on Wednesday, 
when Uruguay routed South 
Africa 3-0 to put the World 
Cup hosts on the verge of some 
unwanted history. 

European champion Spain went 
down 1-0, ending a 12-match 
winning streak and recording 
its first ever loss to Switzerland. 
Chile beat Honduras in the other 
Group H match, its first win at 
the World Cup in 48 years. 
Diego Forlan scored twice 
in a big Uruguay win which 
silenced the noisy vuvuzela’s 
in the night match at Pretoria, 
meaning South Africa must 
beat France in its last Group A 
match or become the first host 
in the 80-year history of the 
World Cup to go out in the first 
round. 

“It will be a disaster for us, the 
home country, to go out in the 
first round,” midfielder Steven 
Pienaar said. “It’s going to be 
tough now, it’s going to be 
difficult.” 

Forlan first scored from a 
deflected 2 5-meter (yard) shot 
in the 24th minute of the night 
match at Pretoria and converted 
a penalty in the 80th to give 
Uruguay its first World Cup 
victory since a group game at 
the 1990 competition. 
“Obviously, as a forward I like 
to score goals, but the important 
thing is to win,” Forlan said. 
“The team is good. We also 
played well against France. 
We’re very solid.” 

South Africa coach Carlos 
Alberto Parreira complained 
about the penalty and was 
unimpressed with the outcome. 
“The final result leaves me 
very sad because it was not a 
true reflection of the game,” he 
said. 

At Durban, Gelson Fernandes 
ran through the Spanish defense 
and fired in a loose ball after a 
scramble in front of the net that 
left goalkeeper Iker Casillas 
chasing from behind. 

“To be fair, I’m not used to 
scoring goals, so I was a bit 
surprised,” Fernandes said. “It 
was a bit of luck.” 

It was only Spain’s second loss 
in 50 games. 

“Today wasn’t our day,” Spain 


coach Vicente del Bosque said. 
“We have two games ahead of 
us. We have to find a way to 
win them.” 

Spain dominated possession 
and created attack after attack, 
but the stifling Swiss defense 
managed to withstand it all. 

The closest Spain went to 
scoring was in the 72nd minute 
when Xabi Alonso hit the cross 
bar. 

Jean Beausejour tapped in the 
lone goal in Nelspruit in the 
34th minute to give Chile a 
World Cup win for the first 
time since June 16, 1962, when 
it hosted the tournament and 
beat Yugoslavia 1-0 for third 
place. 

“We’re very happy, and we 
have to enjoy this triumph,” 
Chile forward Alexis Sanchez 
said. “But we have to move 
ahead and win the game against 
our next rival.” 

Honduras found it difficult 
to break through the well- 
organized Chilean defense. 

“It’s a fair result,” Honduras 
defender Sergio Mendoza said. 
“We didn’t have a clear chance 
at goal. We knew we could lose 
this match, but qualifying out of 
the group is not impossible.” 
South Africa had trouble 
containing the Forlan-led 
attack from Uruguay, a two- 
time World Cup champion, and 
got deeper into trouble when 
goalkeeper Itumeleng Khune 
was sent off by referee Massimo 
Busacca for giving away the 
penalty when he tripped Suarez 
in the area in the 79th. 

“The players are annoyed, very 
disappointed. Everyone said it 
was the worst referee so far. He 
was giving yellow cards that 
weren’t yellow cards.” Parreira 
said. “He doesn’t deserve to be 
here.” 

The problems extended off the 
field for the host nation. 

Before the Spain-Switzerland 
match in Durban, stewards 
joined community activists 
in a peaceful protest of about 
800 people outside City Hall to 
protest the World Cup, which 
they say has directed public 
funds away from providing 
housing and jobs. 

Protesters held placards that 
said “Apartheid Still Exists” 
and “World Cup for All! People

Stewards at five of the 10 
World Cup venues have been 
replaced by police because of 
a wage dispute, and FIFA and 
the local organizers went on 
the defensive about security 
issues. 

“We have nothing further to say 
about the security issue, please 
call the police,” local World 
Cup organizing committee 
spokesman Rich Mkhondo 
said. “They are able to answer 
all security-related matters. All. 
Not me.” 

Also, two Dutch women were 
released on bail after facing 
charges that they broke a law 
covering ambush marketing by 
wearing minidresses promoting 
a brewery at a World Cup 
match. 

The women are being 


prosecuted under laws which 
prevents companies benefiting 
from an event without paying 
for advertising. 

South African police also raided 
the premises of a known group 
of Argentine hooligans and said 
they will detain 17 of them. 
Police had been monitoring 


the “barras bravas” group and 
observed some of them trying 
to get into two World Cup 
matches without tickets. 

“They have also behaved in a 
disorderly fashion on a number 
of occasions, roughing other 
fans up and generally causing 
trouble,” police said.Q

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Prosecutor could travel to Peru in August 


Aruba police seek discussion with Van der Sloot 



ORANJESTAD, Aruba — Prosecutors 
in Aruba said Wednesday they want to 
take Joran van der Sloot up on his offer 
to discuss the unsolved disappearance of 
American teenager Natalee Holloway. 
Judicial authorities in Peru are willing to 
arrange a conversation between island 
police and Van der Sloot, Attorney General 
Robert Pietersz said. 

The Dutchman is awaiting trial in Peru in 
the slaying of a 21-year-old woman in his 
Lima hotel room. 

Van der Sloot told his jailers he is ready 
to clarify the Holloway case, but only to 
Aruba authorities. He is the only remaining 
suspect in the 2005 disappearance. 

An Aruba policeman and a prosecutor could 
travel to Peru as early as August, said Peter 
Blanken, the island’s chief prosecutor. 

Van der Sloot has said he fears for his life in 
the Peruvian prison. But regardless of what 
information the suspect might provide in 
the Holloway case, it is unlikely he would 
be brought to this Caribbean island before 
completing any sentence if convicted in the 
South American country, Blanken said. 

“I think it’s out of question because the 
case in Peru is a very severe case and the 


Peruvian authorities have said they do not 
want to do that,” Blanken said. 

Dave Holloway, the missing teen’s father, 
met with Aruba police Tuesday, Blanken 
said. He said authorities did not have any 
new information in the case to discuss. 
Natalee Holloway, an 18-year-old from 
Mountain Brook, Alabama, was last seen 
leaving a bar with Van der Sloot on May 
30, 2005, the final night of a high school 
graduation trip to Aruba.

Obesity is tied to reduced 
sexual activity and poorer 
sexual health, according to 
new research from France. 

The rate of unplanned 
pregnancy among obese 
women is four times that 
of normal-weight women, 
despite the former having 
fewer partners, the report 
found. 

For men, being obese greatly 
raised the odds for impotence 
and their risk of contracting a 
sexually transmitted disease. 
“Being obese has a strong 
influence on people’s sexual 
life,” said lead researcher 
Nathalie Bajos, an associate 


professor at the London School 
of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine and research director 
at the National Institute of 
Health and Medical Research, 
in Paris. 

She believes obesity affects 
the sex lives of women 
particularly hard. 

“Because of social pressure or 
social stigmatization, obese 
women are less likely to engage 
in sexual intercourse and more 
likely to find sexual partners 
via the Internet,” Bajos said. 
“Because of their obesity, they 
are not comfortable meeting 
men through friends, through 
work, through parties,” she 


reasoned. 

Obese women are also more 
likely than thinner women 
to be in a relationship with a 
partner who is also obese or 
overweight, Bajos said. 

A lot of these problems are 
driven by the stigmatization 
of obese women, she said, and 
“these women are more likely 
to have low self-esteem.” 

The report is published in the 
June 16 online edition of the 
BMJ. 

For the study, Bajos and 
colleagues collected data on 
the sexual behavior of more 
than 12,000 French men and 
women. Among this group, 
3,651 women and 2,725 men 
were normal weight, 1,010 
women and 1,488 men were 
overweight, and 411 women 
and 350 men were obese. 
Putting on excess pounds did 
take a toll on sex lives, the 
study found. 

Compared with normal-weight 
women and men, obese women 
were 30 percent less likely to 
have had a sex partner in the 
past year, while obese men 
were 70 percent less likely to 
have had more than one sex 
partner over the same time, 
the researchers found. 

Obese men were also 2.5 times 
more likely to experience 
erectile dysfunction than 
normal-weight men, and 
obese men under 30 were 
more likely to have had a 


sexually transmitted disease, 
the researchers found. 

Obese women under 
30 often didn’t seek 
contraceptive advice or use 
oral contraceptives, and 
were more likely to have an 
unintended pregnancy, the 
researchers found, and they 
were also less likely to visit a 
gynecologist, Bajos said. Due 
to being overweight, “they do 
not [always] feel comfortable 
seeing a gynecologist for 
contraception issues,” she 
said. 

In addition, gynecologists 
and general practitioners 
are less likely to prescribe 
contraception to obese women, 
Bajos noted. “It could be that 
they believe these women are 
less likely to have a sexual 
life,” she said. 

The study also found that obese 
women were five times more 
likely to meet sex partners on 
the Internet and more likely to 
watch pornography. Yet they 
were less likely to view sex as 
important in their lives, Bajos 
said. 

Dr. Sandy Goldbeck-Wood 
is associate specialist in 
psychosexual medicine at 
Camden and Islington Mental 
Health Trust in the U.K., and 
author of an accompanying 
editorial. She said that “the 
differing sexual experiences 
of obese and non-obese people 
need cautious interpretation.” 


“We need to understand more 
about how obese people feel 
about their sex lives, and 
what drives the observed 
behaviors and attitudes. In 
particular, we need to know 
why obese women use less 
contraception and have more 
unwanted pregnancies despite 
having fewer sexual partners,” 
Goldbeck-Wood said. “The 
answers are likely to be 
complex, with biological, 
psychological and social 
aspects that will require a 
qualitative research approach,” 
she added. 

Doctors must also develop the 
courage, skill and sensitivity 
to speak to patients directly 
about their sex lives and their 
weight, Goldbeck-Woodnoted. 
“Doctors in primary care and 
sexual and reproductive health 
need to pay particular attention 
to the complex contraceptive 
needs of obese women,” she 
suggested. 

Dr. Robert Schwartz, professor 
and chairman of family 
medicine at the University 
of Miami Miller School of 
Medicine agreed that, right 
now, “a lot of physicians don’t 
pay much attention to obese 
patients’ sexuality.” 

His advice to doctors: “Don’t 
make the assumption that 
your obese patients are not as 
sexually active as the rest of the 
population, and they need to be 
counseled appropriately.”□ 


More Americans exercise, 
but they are still obese 

WASHINGTON (Reuters) - More Americans are exercising 
but rates of obesity and smoking have not changed, according 
to the latest government data. 

A survey by the U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
released on Wednesday finds obesity rates were frozen last year 
at around 28 percent of adults compared to 2008. 

But 34.7 percent claimed in 2009 they engage in regular leisure 
physical activity, up from 31.9 percent in 2008. And 39.8 percent 
said they had been tested for the AIDS virus, slightly more than 
38.7 percent in 2008. 

Health experts and the U. S. government both recommend getting 
daily exercise — about an hour a day of moderate exercise for 
most adults — to keep weight off and prevent heart disease, 
diabetes and cancer. 

The CDC also recommends that every adult get an HIV test. 
The CDC estimates that about 1 million Americans are infected 
with the human immunodeficiency virus that causes AIDS, but 
more than 20 percent have not been tested and do not know it. 
Some other facts from the CDC’s National Center for Health 
Statistics: 

* The prevalence of obesity among adults aged 20 and over has 
increased from 19.4 percent in 1997 to 28 percent in 2009. 

* In 2009, 9 percent of adults 18 and over had diabetes, up from 
8.2 percent in 2008 and 5 percent in 1997. 

* 20.6 percent of adults smoked, about the same as in 2008. 

* Nearly 23 percent of adults had at least one day of binge 
drinking in 2009, defined as having five or more drinks in a 
day. 

* Most Americans believe they are healthy. More than 66 
percent said they had excellent or very good health, down from 
68.5 percent in 2008. 2.4 percent said they had poor health. 

* Just over 4 percent of all Americans said they had an asthma 
attack in the past year.Q

Distant rock caught by Earth-bound telescopes 


PARIS (AFP) - In a technical 
feat, astronomers measured 
the size of a small rock six 
billion kilometers (3.75 billion 
miles) away to an accuracy of 
a few kilometers and found its 
surface to be a mysterious ice¬ 
like white. 

Years of planning combined 
with a network of telescopes 
to grab the first pictures of 
the Kuiper Belt Object (KBO) 
through a method of celestial 
alignment, they reported on 
Wednesday in the British 
science journal Nature. 

KBOs are a population of 
rocks that orbit the Sun at a 
distance of between 4.95-8.25 
billion kms (3.09-5.15 billion 
miles), and are believed to 
be rubble left over from the 
building of the planets. 

Their lonely journey takes 
them out beyond Neptune, the 
farthest acknowledged planet, 
and into a vast region that 
touches on the deeply chilled 
fringes of the Solar System. 
The rock, KBO 55636, had 


been tracked by an astronomer 
in the United States, 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology (MIT) professor 
James Elliot, for five years. 
Elliot suddenly realised that 
on October 9, 2009 that his 
coveted 55636 would pass 
between a bright star and 
Earth, an event known as 
occultation. 

When a rock or planet passes 
between a star and the 
observer, it causes changes in 
starlight that can reveal its size 
and temperature and indicate 
whether it has an atmosphere, 
and if so, what kind. 

But the October 9 occultation 
faced a problem. 

55636 is very small, and this 
massively complicated the 
task of predicting exactly 
where its tiny shadow would 
fall on Earth. 

Hedging their bets, Elliot 
and colleagues assembled a 
network of 21 telescopes at 
18 stations along a 5,900- 
kilometre (3,687-mile)

track where, with luck, the 
occultation could be snared. 
On the great day, nine of the 
stations were found to be 
outside the occultation and 
missed it, and seven could not 
see it because of bad weather. 
But two stations in Hawaii, 
manned by professional and 
amateur sky gazers, struck 
gold. 

Using telescopes with mirrors 
of only 2.4 metres (96 inches) 
and 0.34 metres (13.6 inches) 
— modest affairs compared 
with today’s behemoths — 
they got excellent images of 
55636 as it whizzed past at 
91,000 kms (57,800 miles) 
per hour. 

To get this achievement in 
perspective, it was equal to 
getting a photo of a one-euro 
coin from a distance of 500 
kilometers (312 miles), with 
the target visible for just 10 
seconds. The rock turns out to 
be smaller than thought, with 
a radius of 143 kilometres 
(89.37 miles), give or take 
five kilometres, and has a 
paralyzingly low surface 
temperature of 49 Kelvin, or 
-224 degrees Celsius (-371 
degrees Fahrenheit). 

The biggest surprise, though, 
is that 55636 was also highly 
reflective. Measurements 
made it one of the brightest 
objects in the Solar System, 
which suggests it is covered 
with ice. 

If so, that is a puzzle. 

Space is a harsh environment, 
which means that objects 
as ancient as 55636, which 
split from a large bright rock 
about a billion years ago, 
become weathered. They end 
up duller-looking and darker 
as they become covered with 
dust and exposed to solar 
radiation as the aeons pass. 
The known exceptions to this 
are Pluto, now downgraded 
to a dwarf planet, and the 
Saturnian moon of Enceladus, 
whose bright surfaces are 
replenished with fresh ice that 
comes from condensing gases 
or from volcanoes that spew 
water instead of lava. 

But 55636 is far too small for 
such mechanisms to work. 

So the search is on to figure 
out why it is so enigmatically 
white — and whether theories 
about space weathering and 
the outer Solar System need 
an overhaul. □

Looking for companionship while in Aruba 
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The Second Time Around

“Em definitely going to sail around the world again, or at 
least give it another try,” teen sailor Abby Sunderland told the 
Australian press after her rescue last week. 

Before she does, she and her family might consider doing two 
things: paying for the costly rescue and waiting for Abby to 
turn 18. 

Abby and her father keep telling us that age has nothing to do 
with this. Of course it does. She was trying to break a record 
— based on age. Otherwise, she might have waited until later, 
when she likely would have faced better weather. 

But she’s wanted to go since she was 13, her father says. Yes, 
and so what? So she waited three years. She should have waited 
at least two more. 

Her parents say there is no way they could ever afford to pay for 
the costly rescue. Then why send your daughter on a mission 
like this, if you can’t afford to rescue her in the very likely event 
that she needs it? Exactly who was taking responsibility here? 
Not her, and not them. Values? Exactly what are those values? 
Her parents say they didn’t just train her to sail; they also prayed. 
In fact, religious belief, deeply held, has provided the primary 
occasion for courts to try to figure out the limits of parental 
responsibility and control. And the Sunderlands, it appears, 
exceeded those limits. 

We have all heard, painfully, of cases where children are 
diagnosed with serious but treatable diseases, and their parents, 
for religious reasons, want to forgo treatment. No blood 
transfusions, no chemotherapy — it conflicts with the parents’ 
religious beliefs.Should parents have the right to sacrifice their 
children’s lives in order to abide by their deeply held religious 
beliefs? 

The short answer is no. 

The line between parental and state responsibility is where the 
life of the child is endangered. You can refuse a life-saving 
blood transfusion for yourself, but you cannot refuse it for your 
child. You can refuse chemotherapy for yourself, but unless a 
court determines that your child is indeed a “mature” minor, 
your refusal will not preclude the hospital from going to court 
and securing treatment for the child. 

I’m not much of a risk-taker. Careening around a racetrack at 
three-digit speeds is just not my idea of a good time. I’ve never 
been tempted to climb Everest. To each his own. We live in a 
society in which people are free to be adventurers, even when 
the deck is stacked against them. 

But kids should grow up first. 

I understand that many people are concerned that today’s 
generation is being raised by worriers like me — helicopter 
parents who are afraid to let go of their children. Q 


Stuck on Stupid: Obama’s Czar Fetish

Here is the Obama Disaster 
Management Theory: In times 
of crisis, you can never have 
enough unelected, un-vetted 
political appointees hanging 
around. Nearly two months 
after the BP oil spill, the White 
House will now name an oil 
spill restoration point person 
to oversee recovery efforts in 
the Gulf of Mexico. Too many 
czars have already spoiled this 
administration’s credibility. 
Might as well pile on another. 
The new oil spill czar is not 
to be mistaken for the old oil 
spill czar, U.S. Coast Guard 
Admiral Thad Allen, who 
was officially designated the 
“National Incident Commander 
of the Unified Command for 
the Deepwater Horizon oil 
spill in the Gulf of Mexico” on 
April 30. Allen was appointed 
by Department of Homeland 
Security Secretary Janet 
Napolitano 10 days after the 
disaster, which Napolitano 
claimed the administration had 
been on top of since, um, “Day 
One.” 

Fifty-six days later, President 
Obama has deemed the 
leadership skills of Allen, 
Napolitano, Energy Secretary 
Steven Chu, environmental 
czar Carol Browner, Interior 
Secretary Ken Salazar and 
the rest of his self-declared 
“all hands on deck” crew 
insufficient. The new disaster 
czar also comes on top of the 
“National Commission on the 
BP Deepwater Horizon Oil Spill 
and Offshore Drilling,” created 
by executive order on May 22 
and “tasked with providing 
recommendations on how we 


can prevent and mitigate the 
impact of any future spills that 
result from offshore drilling.” 
As I’ve noted before regarding 
Obama’s czar-mania, this 
White House has bypassed the 
Senate advise-and-consent role 
and unilaterally created a two- 
tiered government. It’s fronted 
by cabinet secretaries able to 
withstand public scrutiny (some 
of them just barely) and then 
managed behind the scenes by 
shadow secretaries with broad 
powers beyond congressional 
reach. Bureaucratic chaos 
serves as a useful smokescreen 
to obscure the true source of 
policy decision-making. While 
past administrations dating 
back to the Nixon era have 
designated such “superaides,” 
none has exploited and 
extended the concept as widely 
as Obama has (we’re up to 
the 40th appointed czar, by 
Washington-based watchdog 
group Judicial Watch’s count). 
It’s government by proxy and 
government by press release all 
rolled into one. 

According to White House 
spokesman Robert Gibbs, the 
latest commissar will have the 
power to oversee government 
efforts “to increase the health 
and the vitality of the species 
there, the wildlife and the 
natural beauty that we all know 
is the Gulf of Mexico.” This 
will make the power-grabbing 
environmental lobby happy. 
And the new czar appointment 
will feed the photo-op-hungry 
news cycle. But instead of 
rushing to move “past the 
cleanup and response phase 
of this disaster,” shouldn’t this 
czar-crazy regime concentrate 


on the immediate mitigation 
tasks at hand? 

Folks in the Gulf don’t need 
any more Romanov-style 

apparatchiks or blue-ribbon 
crony panels to show them 
the way toward relief. Florida 
public officials and foreign 
shippers say the protectionist 
Jones Act is preventing vessels 
from abroad from providing 
cleanup aid. And Louisiana 
GOP Gov. Bobby Jindal 

has exposed White House 

obstructionism and delays in 
approving the construction 
of barrier walls to stop the oil 
spread. 

After waiting weeks for 
approval, Jindal received a 
green light from the White 

House to put up just five barrier 
islands — a minuscule amount 
of his plan. Tired of waiting for 
approval of the rest of his plan, 
Jindal this week ordered the 
National Guard to circumvent 
the Beltway foot-dragging 
and start building the walls 
immediately. 

Executive leadership doesn’t 
need to be outsourced when the 
executive in office knows how 
to lead. While Obama squawks, 
Jindal acts. While Washington 
appoints more gasbags, the 
National Guard is dropping 
sandbags. The president’s 
czar fetish is his crisis crutch 
— a desperate, public relations 
habit that he can’t break. What 
1600 Pennsylvania Avenue 
needs is a visit from retired 
Army Lt. Gen. Russel Honore, 
the Hurricane Katrina military 
relief coordinator who offered 
timeless and timely advice for 
the disaster-stricken: Don’t get 
stuck on stupid. Q

CIDH: Ubertad de prensa puede 
empeorar en Venezuela 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Las condiciones de 
la libertad de expresion en Venezuela pueden 
empeorar antes de las elecciones legislativas 
de septiembre, dijo el miercoles la relatora 
de la Comision Interamericana de Derechos 
Humanos (CIDH) Catalina Botero durante una 
audiencia en el Congreso estadounidense. 
“Hemos visto acoso creciente estos dias. Las 
cosas tal vez empeoren. Si”, dijo Botero, 
relatora especial para la Libertad de Expresion, 
al responder a una pregunta sobre la libertad 
de prensa durante la campana electoral, 
formulada por el representante democrata 
Eliot Engel, presidente de la subcomision 
de Asuntos Internacionales en el Hemisferio 
Occidental. “Venezuela esta corriendo 
rapidamente hacia limites intolerables, pero 
todavia es posible echar para atras”, agrego 
Botero, ante una consulta del representante 
republicano Connie Mack sobre el estado de 
la democracia en Venezuela. 

Tras su comparecencia, Botero dijo a 


reporteros que en Venezuela “la situacion 
es grave, pero es reversible. Las autoridades 
necesitan comenzar a adoptar los compromisos 
internacionales adquiridos por el Estado 
venezolano”. 

El presidente de RCTV, Marcel Granier, 
coincidio con Botero en que la situacion de la 
democracia venezolana es “reversible”. “La 
oposicion esta haciendo un gran esfuerzo, pese 
a que la Guardia Nacional se ha convertido en 
un partido, y tiene efectivos que militan en el 
partido oficialista”, dijo a reporteros despues 
de comparecer como testigo. 

La audiencia, que presto especial atencion 
al caso venezolano, se hizo pocos dias 
despues de que los dos principales accionistas 
de la televisora opositora Globovision 
abandonaran Venezuela al enfrentar procesos 
penales. El presidente Hugo Chavez nego 
estar “persiguiendo” a Guillermo Zuloaga y 
Nelson Mezerhane y los insto a presentarse 
ante la justicia.Q
